OSTRICH HUI\TING
Exciting Eplsodes of the African
Prairie—-How the Craziest of
Game 18 Driven Into the
Meehes of the Hun-
ters' Neto,

Natal Correaponlence Philudelphin Pross,

Oapt. James Fewsmith,and his boon
eompanion, Thomas Hi mud rocently
roturned [rom an ostrich hul't beyoud
the Transvaal, in the neighborhood of
tho Orunge river, The eaptain is a
veteran, and Lis necount of a little cx-
perience of himsell and Harrod is

interesting,  The game inhabited the
dry portions of Afriea from Egypt
and the DBarbary states to {he eape,

and wers he not the most idotic gamy
in the world, it would have boen al-
most impossible to eapture or sheot
him. The ostrich’s sight and hearing
arn wonderfully keen, and he can run
at the rate of & mile 1n two minutes
for a long time, but with every advan-
tage ou hin side, his own stupidity
proves his destruction,

Capt. Fewsmith and his faiend wore
wall mounted, but as the day was ex-
tremely hot, they picketed their ani-
mals under shade troes and threw
thomselves on the grunurl to smoke
and rest until the sun should descond
lower in tho aky, A half-hone Later
Capt. Fowomith eallod attention o a
curiuus visitor "LI]}I'fr.lL':IiI'Jj.:. .\H lhu
two hunters rose to their feol l]lry
pereelved that e was a  bushma
without any covering for his head,
with a very scanty shirt, no foot gewr,
and with his troueers elung over his
shoulder, The legs of those trousers
wors flled with something which ex-

panded them almont Lo l]:-r hurating
point,  When the grinving native
came up he carelully Jut down e

hoavily weighted garment and drew
out un ostrich egg, which he prossnted
to Qapt, Fewsmith,

YLet us see how many he hus," said
Harrod, who proceeded to find out the
t:.\ljmc.ita of the rather flappy trousers
legs, The owner, on coming upon
the ostrich nest, had doffed his lower

garment, torn off a strip from the
waisthand, with which he tied the
button of each trousers leg, nnd then

he had proceeded to deapuil the nest
with aa much enthusiasin sy an Amer-
iean urchin ofton shows in gathering
specimens for his collection,

These were six of these eggs in one
log, seven in the other, while the body
of the garment contained a round
dozen more. When it is made known
that each egg weighed about three
pounds, snd was equal in point of
nourishment to 24 hen's oggs, 1. will
be seen thut not only was the capacity
of the trousers teated to the utmaost,
but o valusble supply of [ood
was secured to the bunillusu and his
family. The hunters had tasted
ostrich eggs velore, but found them
8o strong that they did not break the

shell of the one left them by the bush-
man, who went away shortly after,
but as thay wero in an ostrich coun:
try, they remounted their horses, later
in the afternoon, and galloped at an
eany pace in search of game, well aware
from provions expoerience, of the dif
tioultion in the way of siccoss, Turn-
ing the heads of their hor Wwived
n n_:uulr 'r'ldgt’, two or threa milow
awny, they rode alomg antil the base
when

wan reached, they reined up
abruptly at sight of an osteich noat,
alimcat 1o their very path. The oap
tain got down from the saddle to ex
amine the cuorvious sight a little more
closely. Tt was simply scooped out of

tho sand o foot and a half deop, and
fully tive feet acrosn, The egen stood
on ondgso as to pecupy the smallest
possible space,  As those all looked
alike, 1t wan hard for any one to count
them, il several foot distance. Like
tho gilded pipes of tho organ in chursh,
which one Keeps teying to enumerate
during the sermon, they are so vory
similnr that 1':!'}' blond and run to
gethor ro that the eye hns hard work
to make sure of the number, “The
cunpning native knows how to kepp
thoe supply of cges going; instesd of
'..'llt]'lt"rln-,( in all liko that bhare legeod
follow, he will skillfully draw out the
ceon with a long  stiock until twe or
throo areleft, If ho doos his part
woll the mother, when sho returna,

Tha friends now rode to thoe top of
the ridge, haltirg and taking a care-
tul mirvey of the country before thom;
thu result was one that awakened hope
nnd delight.  Less than s hall wile
distant was a ridge pavalle! with the
one on which they had halted, snd
botweon the two ran a valloy sevoral
milos in extont, Noar the noddlo of
thia two ostriches were pgrazing, while
a genitle breoze was blowing trom tho
enst, Tnstead of separatiog and at
tempting to Aank the birdy, h~ Horxe-
men rode at a leisurely  gellop in the
direotion of the enstern end of the
valley, Tliia was narrower than the
opposite  opening,  which  therofore
oflerod the very best clinnes i the
world for the birda to eseapo, for they
could speedily dash  through it juto
the open country beyond, whero they

would bo safo Lrinat hinrm
during that afternoon  at  loast;
but 1t 18 on such oceasions that
tho ostrich gives an exhibition of

stupidity which approaclivs the murs
velous. The sight of the hunters
muking for tho eastern opening of the
valloy seemed to give the oatriches
the belief that their cnomics wero try-

g to out off their only avenne of
flight, and instead of torning the
nmu-uit.u wny, they inat l::li_\' startod
on their long, swift trot toward the
poirt ab which the hunters wero also
heading with much the start of the

birds. The two ostriches displayed
sbill more marked failurs o Ygraap
the situntion.” The singular  chase
could not have lasted longe, when the
birds, running almost side by side,
must bave seen thut the horsemen
wore sure to rench the opening ahend
of them. Duat, not only did they re-
fuge to turn back, but they also failed

to awerve in the shghtest degreo
from  their course  on  which
they had started: they simply in-

creaned their speed, and, with their
ungainly neoks outstrotched, struck a
two-minute trot and sped away for
the most dangeroas point on the hori-
zon,  As the pursuers were (uite cer-
tain of their game, they now slack-
ened their gait somowhat, and each
fired n shot, The bullet of Oapt,
Fowsmith went through the brain of
his bird, which ran a fow steps in a
wild, staggering way and then went
down, its head plowing quite a furrow
in the sand. Leaping from his saddle,
the captain hurried forward and out
the throat of the oatrich, so aa to end
its sufferings,

It was almost at the same instant
that Harrod discharged his rille, and,
soeing the bird acting strangely, he
was confident of having inflicted a
mortal wound, and was  searcely bo-
hind the captain in springing 1o the
ground to dispateh his prize,

But he had made a slight mistake,
for whon he had  placod himself
directly in the path of the bird, aud
held his hunting knife ready to pive
him the fnishing toueh, the ostrich
seemed to brighten up.,  Before the
gentleman suspectod his intention
delivered a tovrifio kick, which tum
bled the hunter over on his back ns i
sirucd by o falling treo.  The ostrich
in capable of kicking with such fore

hi

aa to kill the panther or jackall, and
he does it by throwing  his foot  for
ward, the same as o wan,  In the

present instanco Mr,  Harrod foll w0
quickly that Captain Fowsmith rao
forward in alurm.  Assisting him o
his feot, he was fonnd to he little in-
jured, although ho declared, with »
grim mnile, thut he knew more ubout
ontriches than he ever did betore,

The bird kept on trotting straight
awany until ho vanished in the twiligh
and was seen no more, while the han-
tars were glad enough to go into camp
and wait till the morrow,

There arve diforent methods of hunt-
ing the ostrich. KEvery school hoy
recalis the picture of the bushman
awkwardly diguised as one of the
birds, who is thereby enabled to ap-
proach eloss enough to s herd to hring
down several with his bow and arrow,
In other casos, the hunter lies in - wait
and uses poisoned arrows.  In North
Africw, the game is pursued on hores.
hack, the chase boing kept up for suv.
eral days, until the bird is literally
down and

run incapablo of going
further or making resistance.  Some-
timos & herd w  forced ioto the

water, where 1t is an easy matter to
knock thew in the head, The European
horseman prefer to conceal themselves
near pools and s‘prilmu where the
bird s in the habit of coming (o
drink, so as to shoot him  unawares,
The value of the ostrich, of ocuurse,
lies in ity plumage. Thess feathors
ure very costly, it rarely happening
that more than two dozen marketuble
ones can be obtalned from a single
bird, Mauarch or Aprll is the best son-
gon, as the ostriches have rocovered
their moult and the feathers aro slus
tic and vigorous, Tt is neoessary also
that the feathers should be plucked
from the body of the bird betore it
pots nuul, ar l.hl‘y will bo found to
have lost much of their glossiness and
disposition to corl,
